HEAVY SUPPLIES 


OF WAR STUFFS 


Secret Agent* Scour the 


World For Munitions As 
Before Russian War 


BUYING 
UP 
MODELS 


Trouble With U. S. Over Im- 


migration is Believed to 
Be Cause 


LONDON, Oct. 13.—Japan alone of 


all the great countries of the world is 
now a heavy buyer o£ munitions and 
other war supplies. 
This revelation 


•was made to the International News 
Service today from reliable sources. 


Japan's procedure is said to Involve 


secre't contracts and widespread In- 
quiries for war materials by Japanese 
secret agents. 
Japanese agents are 


reported to be fully as active as they 
were in the days just preceding the 
Russo-Japanese war. The activities of 
Japan are subject of much speculation 
In a small circle where the facts are 
known, since Japan Is faced with no 
danger on her own hemisphere greater 
than prostrate China. 


The Japanese dispute -with America 


over immigration is the. only reason 
for speeding up the Japanese war ma- 
chine. According to information re- 
ceived here Jap agents are making ev- 
ery effort to obtain guns, big and lit- 
tle, and ammunition. 


The Japanese are apparently eager 


to secure a gun of every type- of ar- 
tillery used in the World war. They 
are shipped homeward for models so 
that similar guns can be produced in 
the Japanese armament works. Japan 
Is .not equipped for the reproduction 
of airplanes, but has placed large or- 
ders lor aircraft with several firms in 
England, and smaller orders for sea- 
planes. The volume of orders is suf- 
ficient to keep several plants operating 
which otherwise 
would have been 


compelled to close down for lack of 
business.

It is learned where a decade ago, 


Japan placed her navy orders in Eng- 
land, her more recent policy has been 
to order a single ship with all the 
latest fighting appliances which could 
be used as a. model in the great Jap- 
anese shipyards at Kobe and 
else- 


where. 


The extent of Japan's naval growth 


from this source is unknown, nor is: 
It known exactly what the Japanese 
agents on the continent have achieved. 
Tho It is learned that they are active 
in France and are said even to be 
seeking the latest war inventions of 
Germany, it is difficult to see how 
German materials could be moved 
•without conflicting with the peace 
treaty even if Japan could buy, but it 
is possible they are getting only mod- 
els. 


It is pointed out in this connection 


that Admiral Togo relined his 12-inch 
guns during the World war. 


Japan's wartime shipbuilding has re- 


sulted in the construction 
of many 


big liners which are now plying be- 
tween Japan and European ports.

viduals may long for, but which It Is 
impossible to attain thru individual 
effort.

He 
is an elocutionist and a widely known 
dramatic writer and critic and while 
the conference for today was being 
arranged he recited -a number of short 
poems and told several stories which 
convulsed his auditors. 


His work in connection with 
the 


American City Bureau movement has 
taken him into every part of the coun- 
try. 
More than 300 cities of all sizes 


have organizations promoted by the 
Bureau and a tremendous amount of 
good has been accomplished by 
it. 


Sandusky joined the movement a few 
years ago and it Is today noted tor 
having relatively the largest Chamber 
of Commerce in the world and the 
city has had a most profound civic 
awakening as a result. 
New Phila- 


delphia has also organized a Chamber 
under the direction of tho American

The New World Court 


'"pHE publication of the proposals submitted recently by Elihu 


I A 
Koot and other notable jurists for a new world court will 


be variously received and criticized. These eminent gentlemen 
have worked on their proposals for several months and we take 
it that after the initial criticisms and objections have been 
voiced, they will yet be accepted as the longest step forward 
looking to world arbitration and world peace ever submitted. 


Mr. Root! is not only a distinguished lawyer and statesman, 


but intellectually the foremost living Republican. 
That his 


proposalis a direct denial of all that the Johnsons and Borahs in 
his p-atty stand for will command little attention outside this 
country—or here after the election. For it may be taken for 
granted that regardless of who wins the coming election, and 
there is nothing above the political horizon now to indicate 
Senator Harding's defeat, we will enter the League of Nations 
just the same and largely along the lines indicated in the Ver- 
sailles compact. 
While there may be weak places and defects in the plan 


submitted by Mr. Root and his confreres it is on the whole an 
unmistakabfe step forward and a decided improvement on the 
Hague Tribunal for Arbitration. The latter court's usefulness, 
indeed, its existence, was practically terminated by the world 
war. But the time is ripe for a real international court and this 
fact is willingly acknowledged by every nation in the world. 


On this point The Nation says "Every time that the nations 


can be got to consider that supreme court of the world, for 
which humanity hungers, it means an advance. It must in jus- 
tice also be said that Mr. Root and his associates have worked 
out well the judicial machinery and forms, the method of selec- 
tion of the judges and their functions, and their relation to the 
causes which may come before them. 
"Five great steps forward must be taken simultaneously 


with the creation of any* court if it is to endure and play its 
destined role; first, the distinction between justiciable arid non- 
justiciable disputes must be wiped out; second, the court must 
have power to intervene at all times—the proposed court is to 
sit only during part of the year; third, there must be immedi- 
ate international disarmament as the most vital step toward 
safeguarding the court and the peace of the world; fourth, the 
careful codification of international law must be begun by a 
group of,jurists in international conference, and, finally and 
most important, there must be an outlawry of war itself." 


The publication above quoted, The Nation, one of the 


world's sanely radical weeklies, ranking with the Manchester 
Guardian and a few others of that character, has not been 
friendly to President Wilson's Covenant, so its influence back of 
Mr. Root's plan will have tremendous attraction to liberal minds 
everywhere. To assert that the Republican party, if successful 
in November, will basically oppose an international agreement 
looking toward making the world safe from_another baptism of 
"blood such as it has just received is nonsensical. 


America will join with the rest of the world m an effort to 


put an end to war and the average man, when removed from the 
influence of campaign heat and rancor, will welcome any work- 
able plan, regardless of whether it is fathered by President Wil- 
son or Mr. Root. In truth, if the Wilson plan had been accepted 
in its entirety Republicans could, with reason, claim quite as 
much credit for it as their opponents, for long before Mr. Wilson 
was elected president Republicans like Taft, Root and others 
had outlined an agreement similar to the one brot back by 
President Wilson.
